Elliot;  IV.  A  fourth  mis- 
flouarv  station  was  estalilishod 
bv  the  American  Board  at  this 
place,  under  the  superinten¬ 
dence  of  Rev.  Cyrus  Kings- 
biiry,  in  August,  1818,  who  had 
previously  commenced  the  mis¬ 
sion  among  the  Cherokees,  at 
Brainerd. 

Elliot  is  situated  in  the  Choc¬ 
taw  Nation,  three  miles  south 
of  Yalo  Husha  river,  and  about 
thirty  miles  above  its  junction 
with  the  Yazoo,  within  the  char¬ 
tered  limits  of  the  State  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi,  40()  miles,  W.  ?.  W. 
from  Brainerd.  By  means  of 
V’alo  Busha,  Yazoo  and  Missis¬ 
sippi,  Elliot  has  a  water  com¬ 
munication  with  New  Orleans. 

Mr.  Kingsbury  in  company 
with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  M'illiams 
selected  a  spot  for  this  station 
in  an  entire  wihlerness.  The 
first  tree  was  felled  on  the  13th 
of  August,  1818.  In  the  same 
month  they  were  joined  by  Mr. 
Peter  Kanouse,  Blacksmith  ; 
Mr.  J.  G.  Uanouse  and  wife. 
Carpenter;  Mr.  Moses  Jewell 
and  wife.  Carpenter  and  Mill¬ 
wright. 

The  following  is  an  extract 
Iroin  Mr.  Kingsbury-s  report  to 
the  Secretary  of  AVar  in  the  au¬ 
tumn  of  1819. 

“Within  about  14  months, 
fhere  have  been  erected  at  KUi- 
tt  seren  cotnmodk>?rs  rnkins. 


which  are  occupied  as  dwelling 
houses.  A  dining  room  aim 
kitchen  contiguous,  52  feet  by 
20,  with  hewed  logs,  and  a  piaz* 
za  on  each  side.  A  school  house 
30  feet  by  24,  of  hewed  logs, 
and  finislied  on  the  I^incaster- 
ian  plan.  A  mill  house,  3>  feet 
by  30.  A  lumber  house  and  a 
granary,  each  18  feet  by  20.  A 
blacksmith's  shop,  a  stable,  and 
three  other  out  houses.  All  tlscse 
are  nearly  completed. 

“On  the  plantation  between 
30  and  40  acres  have  been  clear¬ 
ed  and  fenced,  and  between  20 
and  30  have  been  cultivated, 
which  have  produced  a  consid¬ 
erable  quantity  of  corn,  potatoes, 
beans,  j)eas,  &c.  Besides  the 
above,  considerable  time  has 
been  spent  in  rutting  roads  in 
ditterent  directions,  and  con¬ 
structing  several  small  bridges, 
which  were  necessary  for  trans¬ 
porting  articles  with  a  waggon. 

“The  stock  at  present  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  mission,  consists  of 
seven  horses,  ten  steers,  75  cows, 
75  calves  and  young  cattle,  and 
about  30  swine.  Of  the  above, 
.>4  cows  and  calves,  and  6  steers 
and  young  cattle,  have  been  pre¬ 
sented  by  people  in  this  coun¬ 
try  for  the  benefit  of  the  school. 

“There  is  no  private  property 
attached  to  the  mission.  All  is 
sacredly  devoted  to  the  various 
purposes  of  Indian  instruction. 

“Urged  by  the  importunity 
of  the  natives,  the  school  was 
commenced  under  many  disad¬ 
vantages  in  April  last,  witlv  ten 
scliolars.  As  accommodations 
aad  means  wf  support  have  i'  ^ 
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crca-jeil,  the  schnol  has  been  en- 
lar^eti,  and  there  are  at  present 
54  scholars  who  attend  regular¬ 
ly  ;  41  males  and  13  I’eiuales. 
All  these  b  *ard  in  our  family. 
They  are  of  ilifterent  a-^es,  from 
six  years  to  nineteen  and  twen¬ 
ty  ;  and  of  various  complexions, 
from  full  blooded  Choctaws  to 
those  apparently  white.  Twen¬ 
ty  six  could  not  speak  our  lan¬ 
guage  when  they  came.  Twelve 
or  fourteen  more  scholars  are 
expected  to  join  the  school  soon. 
Tim  whole  number  in  our  fami¬ 
ly,  including  missionaries,schol- 
ars,  laborers  and  domestics,  is 
seiVHty-si.i’. 

“In  addition  to  the  common 
rudiments  of  education,  the  boys 
are  acquiring  a  practical  knowl¬ 
edge  of  agriculture,  in  its  vari¬ 
ous  branches ;  and  the  girls, 
while  out  of  school,  are  employ¬ 
ed  under  the  »lirection  ot  the 
female  missionaries,  in  differ¬ 
ent  departments  of  domestic 
labor. 

“There  have  l>een  instances 
of  lads,  14  or  16  years  old,  en¬ 
tirely  ignorant  ot  our  language, 
who  have  learned  the  alphabet 
in  three  days,  and  on  the  fourth 
could  read  and  pronounce  sylla¬ 
bles.  We  have  never  seen  an 
equal  number  of  children  in  any 
schnol,whn  appeared  more  prom¬ 
ising.  .  Since  they  commenced, 
their  attention  has  been  con¬ 
stant.  No  one  has  left  the  school, 
or  manifested  a  wish  to  leave  it. 

“To  bring  this  people  within 
the  pale  of  civilization  Is  a  great 
work.  The  instruction  of  the 
risin.,  generation  is  unques¬ 
tionably  the  most  direct  way  to 
advance  it.  Nothing  now  is 
wanting,  to  put  the  great  mass 
of  children  in  this  nation  in  a 
course  of  instruction,  but  efli- 
cient  means.” 


Ileligioii. 

The  following  extract  of  a 
letter  from  the  Choctaw  Chief* 
to  Ilev.  Dr.  Worcester,  dated 
hilliot,  June  4,  1820,  will  give 
our  readers  an  idea  of  the  views 
and  feelings  of  the  natives  on 
the  subject  of  missions  and 
schools  among  them. 

“llrother,  we  had  never  been 
sensible  of  the  great  expense 
which  our  good  white  brethren 
have  been  at  in  establishing  tlii* 
school,  until  yesterday,  when 
we  had  a  talk,  and  our  white 
brethren  gave  us  the  infonna- 
tion.  And  we  feel  now  more 
deeply  our  obligations  to  all  our 
kind  benefactors,  for  the  love 
which  they  have  shown  the  red 
people  in  this  distant  land.  It 
IS  likewise  cause  of  great  joy  to 
us  that  our  good  fadier  the  Presi- 
ilent  of  the  United  States,  has 
stretched  out  his  helping  hand 
to  his  red  children  for  their 
good.  We  feel  very  thankful 
for  his  favor  in  appropriating  so 
much  money  for  oui  school,  and 
encouraging  and  he!|)ingon  the 
Missionaries  in  their  work. 

“Brother,  we  wish  to  repeat 
to  all  onr  white  friends  every 
where,  that  we  are  very  thank¬ 
ful  for  all  vour  favors,  and  all 
the  good  that  you  have  tlone  to 
us  vour  poor  ignorant  red  breth¬ 
ren  ;  ami  we  hope  you  will  still 
remember  us — we  are  yet  in  a 
very  destitute  situation.  M  e 
have  one  good  school  in  which 
70  <»f  our  children  are,  by  your 
great  kindness,  placed  and  now 
receivinginstruction.  But  broth¬ 
er,  wtf  would  with  bohlness  tell 
you  our  wants.  Wo  have  more 
than  loot)  children  in  our  na¬ 
tion,  who  are  now  waiting  and 
looking  up  to  our  white  broth¬ 
ers  for  the  means  of  instruc’i  n.

THIRD  AXNtMI.  HKPOUT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  VERMONT 
'  JCVEMI.E  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY,  CONCLUDED  FROM  PAGE  I  65. 

Tlie  Directors  appropriated  g52  to  aid  the  town  of  Plymouth 
in  supiiorting  the  gospel,  and  have  the  satisfaction  to  state,  that 
Rev.  Alnd  Manning  has  been  ordained  over  the  Church  and 
Siciely  in  that  place. 

Mr.  Jac«»b  N.  Loomis  has  labored  in  your  service  52  weeks. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  his  journal.  , 

"Thus  from  my  journal,  it  will  be  seen  52  weeks  have  boon 
employed  in  tlie  service  of  the  Society;  priiicijially  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  towns ;  Strafford,  Fairlee,  Hardwick,  Craftsbiiry,  Lyn¬ 
don.  In  all  these  towns,  I  have  spent  4f)  weeks,  the’reiiiain- 
ingpart  of  the  time,  in  towns  in  the  vicinity  of  those  places. 
I  have  received  from  destitute  towns  in  coiiipeiisafion  for  mis- 
tionary  services,  the  amount  of  SI 2.3  67,  for  which  1  h.Tve  in 
due  form  accounted  to  the  Society.  During  my  residence  in 
Strafford,  a  church  has  been  organi/.ed,  consisting  of  18  iiiein- 
iJ-rs.  In  Hardwick,  about  20  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
diurch,  and  in  several  other  towns,  instances  of  liopeful  con¬ 
version  have  occurreil,  and  small  additions  have  been  made  to 
’he  respective  churchep. 
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“In  reviewing  the  scene  of  niy  labors,  I  have  occasion  h*  ex  1 

ercise  the  must  unfeigned  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  (he  ! 
Church,  for  the  unnumbered  smiles  of  his  Provideuce  durlug 
the  year,  and  to  the  numerous  churches  and  societies  aiiiuii^ 
whom  1  have  been  preaching,  fur  the  marked  respect,  and 
lectionate  kindness  with  which  I  liave  every  where  been  re* 
ceived  among  them.  Altlio  it  has  been  my  lot  to  labor  in  a 
region  where  a  considerable  diversity  of  religious  upinio;is 
prevails,  I  have  not  thouglit  it  expedient  to  indulge  in  a  s^iirit 
of  controversy  with  Christians  of  other  denominations.  Indeed, 
it  is  with  peculiar  satisfaction  1  have  witnessed  a  growing  spir¬ 
it  of  mutual  toleration  and  forbearance,  and  in  some  instances, 
of  friendly  co*o])eration,  among  Christians  of  diHerent  denuiui- 
nations. 

“During  my  stay  in  the  northern  parts  of  the  State,  I  li,ive  ■ 
been  in  a  fieltl  at  least  50  miles  square,  which  does  not  con¬ 
tain  one  settled  Congregational  minister,  lu  nearly  all  the 
towns  in  this  destitute  region,  churches  have  been  organized ; 
and  several  churches  and  societies,  particularly  those  in  Hard¬ 
wick  and  Craftsbury,  have  manifested  a  very  faudable  anxietv 
to  procure  and  support  the  stated  administrations  of  the  gospel." 

Mr.  Boardman  has  labored  in  the  service  of  our  Society  39 
weeks.  It  appears  from  his  journal,  that  he  has,  during  thi« 
time,  preached  105  times,  attended  95  conferences,  and  li!  g 
church  meetings,  made  between  4  and  oOO  family  visits,  and 
visited  between  15  and  20  scIumiIs. 

He  has  spent  one  sabbath  in  Wuterbury,  tiiree  in  Sheldon, 
one  in  Fairfield,  one  in  Hichford,  two  in  Berkshire,  eight  in 
Montgomery,  ciglit  in  Knosburgh,  thirteen  in  Bakersfield,  and 
two  in  Tunbridge. 

The  following  sums  in  money  are  promised  to  be  paid  to  our  ’ 
Society  towards  his  services,  viz.  gi  from  SheMon,  825  from 
Memtgomery,  §35  from  Knosburgh,  and  g52  from  Bakersfield. 

He  further  states,  that  after  having  preached  in  seven  of  the 
above  towns,  one  sabbath  each,  aid  in  some  of  them  two,  lie 
was  about  to  go  into  Chittenden  County  agreeably,  to  oui 
directions.  But  the  field  here  appeared  to  be  already  white  loi 
harvest,  while  the  laborers  were  few.  He  had  been  receivi.'d 
with  the  greatest  cordiality  in  the  towns  where  he  had  been, 
and  a  general  solemnity  seemed  to  rest  on  the  minds  ot  the 
people,  and  earnest  desires  were  expressed  by  many,  that  he 
should  continue  in  some  of  tlmsc  towns  longer,  particularly  in 
Knosburgh  and  Montgomery. 

He  was  therefore  influenced  to  preach  alternately  in  Kiios- 
burgh  and  Montgomery  a  few  sabbaths  longer.  It  appeared 
evident,  that  some  were  to  be  found  in  these  places,  who  could 
weep  in  secret  places  for  sinners,  and  mourn  over  the  desola  ^ 
tions  of  Zion.  The  attention  in  Berkshire,  which  had  already  |i 
continued  for  some  months,  and  where  he  had  labored  two 
sabbaths,  appealed  to  be  subsiding.  But  witliin  three  week»- 
h  oin  this  time,  revivals  commenced  in  both  the  tow  us  of  tuiU' 
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ijurgli  and  Montgouierv,  under  our  Missionary *8  preaching;, 
anU  within  live  weeTcs  Iroin  this  time,  in  Bakersfield.  1 1  is 
attention  was  wholly  called  to  these  three  towns,  during  the 
remainder  of  tlie  mission.  The  revivals  in  Enosburgh  and 
Moutguiuery  began  nearly  at  the  same  time,  and  among  the 
vuuDg  people,  and,  in  tlieir  progress,  embraced  some  oi  all 
airea.  borne  particulars  of  its  commencing  in  Enosburgli  may 
be  interesting. 

He  states,  that  after  one  or  two  cases  of  hopeful  ennversiou 
had  occurred  at  the  centre  of  the  town,  lie  visited  a  school,  two* 
and  a  naif  miles  from  the  centre  in  the  east  part  of  the  town. 
A  few  weeks  previous  had  visited  the  same  scliool.  'I'liis 
H'hool  was  composed  of  75  scholars,  ainl  had  averaged  dining 
die  winter,  6o.  'I'liey  were  all  irreligious  except  one.  Alitr 
spending  an  hour  in  the  school,  in  hearing  tiie  scholars  recite 
their  lessons,  and  commending  them  for  tl.e  manifest  improve* 
meut  wliich  tliey  seemed  to  be  making,  he  called  their  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  one  thing  needful.  But  scarcely  had  he  mentioned 
the  subject  of  religion,  before  the  instructor  with  most  of  tlie 
school  melted  into  tears.  After  pausing  for  a  moment  in  aston- 
islniieiit,  lie  iiujuired  of  them  to  know,  why  they  were  w’eeping. 
‘Is  it  on  account  of  your  sins  against  so  good  and  so  merciful  a 
God  r  Or  is  it  only  because  you  see  others  weeping?  You  have 
I  indeed  reason  to  w  eep,  that  you  are  sinners,  but  not,  that  you 
I  are  in  the  hands  of  so  good  u  God.  .Veep  that  you  have  loved 

I'  him  no  more,  and  now  look  up  to  him  for  mercy  and  pardon.^ 

Nearly  thirty  of  this  school  with  their  instructor,  soon  after 
this  interview,  became  hopeful  subjects  of  renewing  grace. 
From  this  school,  the  revival  scon  spread  into  Bakersfield, 

[  where  it  continucil  to  progress  for  some  months,  in  a  wonderful 

I’  manner,  and  is  still  progressing,  so  far  us  information  has  been 

received.  It  is  not  known  how  many  havu  become  religious 
in  tiie  reformation  at  Berkshire,  nor  precisely  the  number  in 
Montgomery  ;  but  in  the  latter  place,  the  number  is  more  than 
j  3<i,  ill  Enosburgli  more  than  80,  and  in  Bakersfield  more  than 
one  hundred. 

Tlie  Directors  have  already  appointed  the  following  persons 
as  Alissionaries  for  the  ensuing  year,  vi/..  Mr.  Jacob  N.  Emmiis, 
in  the  northerly  part  of  the  Slate,  for  26  weeks  ;  Mr.  Elderkin 
J.  Boardman,  in  the  northwest  part  of  the  State,  for  26  weeks, 
and  Mr.  Selah  K.  Arms,  for  one  year,  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  State.  The  calls  for  help  are  very  urgent  from  maiir  des¬ 
titute  churches,  wiiicli  your  Directors  would  gladly  allbrd,  did 
theu'  means  permit.  As  it  jiiay  appear  from  a  sligfit  survey  of 
the  Treasurer's  Report,  that  he  has  funds  to  a  considerable 
amount  in  bis  hands,  it  is  deemed  proper  to  state  that  most  sd 
this  is  due  to  Missionaries,  and  will  be  immediately  drau  n  from 
the  'Freasury. 

And  now,  Fatliers  and  Brethren,  ultho  greater  things  have 
been  recorded,  we  feel  no  small  satisfaction  in  oft'eriiig  you  the 
foregoing  exhibition  of  the  results  of  our  labors  for  the  past 
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year.  The  remark  has  alreativ  hcen  made,  and  it  is  a  just  ono, 
that  ifthe  wiude  |Hi|)ulutiu!i  of' this  continent  should  undertake 
a  inisoion  to  Asia  with  the  certainty  of  saving  a  sinj^le  soul 
from  eternal  ruin,  the  sacrilicu  would*  be  vastly  inferior  to  the 
"ood  accomplished.  Yet  we  may  confidently  hope  that  through 
tiie  efforts  of  this  Society,  sitice  its  last  annual  meeting,  the 
un:;els  of  heaven  have  been  made  to  rejoice  over  the  conver¬ 
sion  of  many  s<mls.  Chu relies  have  been  established — luanv 
accessions  made  to  the  cause,  and  the  blessing  of  many,  we 
may  believe,  ready  to  perish,  liave  come  upon  us.  It  is  unne¬ 
cessary  to  enlarge  on  this  topic  While  we  “loll  on  our  cush¬ 
ions,’’  and  eat  our  bread  in  plenty  and  peace,  we  cannot  say 
lliese  are  distinclions  of  oar  own  attainment,  and  btin" 
with  tliem  no  responsibilities  and  obligations,  “lie  that  hath 
this  world's  good,  and  seeth  his  brother  have  need,  and  shutteth 
up  liis  bowels  ol  co  npassion  from  him,  how  dwelleth  the  love 
of  God  in  !»iin  r”  These  clmrches  which  we  have  planted,  and 
the  scattered  children  of  Gml  in  our  limits,  are  now  looking 
with  anxiety,  and  hope,  ami  expectation  to  us  for  the  means  uT 
subsistence  and  of  increase  ;  and  w  e  have  onl  y  to  say,  brethren, 
if  there  be  anv  consolation  in  ('hrist,  if  any  comfort  of  love,  it 
any  fellowslnp  of  tl»e  Spirit,  if  any  bowels  and  mercies,  let 
these  atfections  and  sympathies  be  shadowed  forth  in  your 
increasing  liberality  and  /.eal  in  a  ready  support,  by  your  influ¬ 
ence  and  means,  of  the  Juvenile  Missionary  Society  in  Vermont.
